Pursuant your email authorization and instruction letter of March 18, 2005, the above 
search has been conducted at the United States Patent and Trademark Office and through online 
sources. The invention was described in your patent application. A report is presented below: 

The search was directed toward shared I/O network interface controllers. More 
specifically, the search was directed toward a shared network interface controller (NIC), part of 
the load-store architecture of the OSDs, that provides a number of computer servers (or operating 
system domains- OSDs) to interface to a network, such as the Ethernet. The NIC includes a bus 
interface to couple the controller to a load-store domain bus (e.g. PCI-Express); the bus includes 
header information to identify an originating OSD. The NIC includes transmit/receive logic to 
connect it to the network and data buffers. Buffered data is tagged with an identifier to associate 
it with one or more of the OSDs. Association logic allows the controller to associate a 
destination MAC address (on the Ethernet side) with an OSD. There are also control status 
registers and descriptor register files specific to an OSD and duplicated for each OSD. Various 
other components are included to allow OSD to OSD communication, multicast and broadcast 
operation, etc. Additional details were presented in the disclosure materials. 

The following U. S. patents and other documents have been developed during the 
investigation, and one copy of each is enclosed: 
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Goldenberg et al. 2003/0200315 shows sharing a network interface card (NIC) among 
multiple hosts. FIG. 4 shows functional details of the NIC, which are described throughout the 
specification. See paragraphs 005-0017. Descriptors are described in the specification but 
appear to refer to queued messages or frames and are not organized as separate OSD register 
files. 



Ratcliff et al. 6,078,964 describes a gateway device connected on one side to at least one 
local area network (LAN) and on the other side to a plurality of initiating hosts, establishing 
communication between a first initiating host and a second initiating host through the gateway 
device without involving the LAN. The apparatus has an initialization component for obtaining 
all information about all connected hosts and storing it in a port-sharing table in a memory 
location accessible to the gateway device. The gateway device controls all communications 
through a controller component. Upon receiving a request for establishing communication 
between two initiating hosts, retrieving means is used to obtain all information for establishing of 
a successful communication from said port-sharing table. The specification describes other 
details, including broadcasting and multicasting. 

The other documents were selected for your further review and include details of network 
interfaces such as frame/message fields, buffering, associating MAC addresses with ports or 
computer systems, etc.

ABSTRACT: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve the speed of transfer in equipment, regarding packet 
transmission equipment which transfer variable length packets according to 
destinations.SOLUTION: This packet transmission equipment transfers packet from a receiving 
memory, corresponding to receiving side ports of packet end portions 16, 17 to a buffer memory 
1 1 , and transfers the packets from the buffer memory 1 1 to a transmitting side memory 
corresponding to transmitting side ports of packet forming parts 1 8, 19 which correspond to 
destinations. It is provided with a content addressable memory 12 (CAM), a means of a receiving 
control part 14, a transmitting control part 15, etc., and a means for transferring from the 
receiving memory to a buffer memory 1 1 with a block unit of a prescribed length. The memory 12 
stores the transmitting side ports, corresponding to MAC addresses and reads a transmitting 
port, corresponding to the MAC address coincident to a destination MAC address. The control 
parts 14, 15 access the memory 12 by the destination MAC address of the packet received and 
stored in the receiving memory, read the transmitting side port, and transfer the packets from the 
buffer memory 1 1 to a transmitting memory, corresponding to the transmitting side port.
